Then the 
ownei must make haste to remove the 
obstruction from the street. In Crow- 
ley the streets are all one hundred 
feet wide from curb line to curb line 
so that a twenty foot structure in the 
highway does not cause any great in- 
convenience to the teamsters. 


Tents for Business Houses. 


Jennings stands in greater need of 


business houses than 
does 
Crowley, 


which is much the larger city. In both 
towns tents are being used as business 
louses. In Crowley there is a big tent 
on a corner lot. Three years ago the 
owner of the lot purchased it for $800. 
It is a notorious fact in Crowley that 
he recently refused a. cash offer of 
$8000 for the site occupied by his tent,

Jennings there are more tent stores 
than there are in Crowley. One espec- 
ally, sheltering an ice cream and <|on- 
fectionary stand, is a large one.

Tuberculosis Congress. 


The sensation of today's session 
o 


the International tuberculosis congres 
came toward the end of the sitting i 
the form of a paper by Prof. Koch i 
which he maintained all of his forme 
positions regarding the 
non-transfer 


ability of animal tuberculosis to man 
Taking up alleged proofs that human 
beings may be infected with bovine tu- 
berculosis through s^hin lesions, Koch 
admitted that cases of tuberculosis do 
occur among butchers and other per- 
sons who handle animals but he as- 
serted the percentage of sufferers from 
the disease among joiners Is equally 
as high as among handlers of animals 
and meat. 
"When poisoned meat is 


eaten in a community," said Koch, 
"widespread effects follow. 
How is it 


that no general infection follows eating 
tuberculous meat 
or 
drinking 
milk 


from a tuberculous cow?" 
Continuing 


along this line, Koch said: 


"Why is it the public is so nervous 


about milk, yet w i l l eat butter in which 
the bacilli are equally nurtured, with 
out hesitation?" 


"If measures are taken to combat 


animal tuberculosis," went on 
Koch, 


"they must be on the economic not 
sanitary grounds. 
In order to combat 


disease, we must find the root of the 
evil, and establish better dwellings and 
workshops, avoid overcrowding and is- 
olate persons affected with tubercular 
bacilli." 


M. Nocard, the well known French 


veterinary authority, spoke in opposi- 
tion to Koch's views. 
He cited the re- 


sults of a number of experiments and 
declared that he regarded the danger 
from tuberculosis in animals as estab- 
lished. 
M. Nocard concluded by argu- 


|ing that bovine tuberculosis Is transfer- 


able to man, especially through milk 
ind that an exclusively lacteal diet for 
•hildren is particularly dangerous.
